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The affidavit submiited by the applicants on 11-15-2005 has been considered. First of all, the examiner still of the position that the prior 
art disclosure of pH about 7 clearly enwisage at least the upper limitation of the claimed range, thus anticipating theinvention. 
Anticipation can not be overcome by evidence of unexpected results. Furthermore, if, arguendo, the claimed invention is not anticipated, 
and is only obvious over the rpior art, theewidence of unexpected results is not proper. While certain unexpected results have been 
demonstrated by the declaration, the applicants should note that the results are directed to unexpectedly improved reactivity due to 
neutralization to the specific pH range. However, this property relationship(increase in reactivity that is attributable to the claime pH 
range) was not recognized by tha applicants at the time the invention was filed. The only mentioning of pH (and pH of about 7 is 
disclosed as within the applicants invention) is with regard to the shelf life of the claimed composition, and not with regard of the propert 
that applicants show as being unexpected. The pH was not even claimed in ANY of the originallt presented claims. Thus, the affidavit is 
insufficient to rebut the prima case of obviousness. Also, as mentioned in the previous advisory action, the evidence of alleged 
unexpected results do not apply toe the claims covering the final prosucts. 
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
